Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  report  to  you  on  the  health  of  the  District  for 
the  year  1972. 

The  birthrate  showed  a considerable  fall  during  the  year;  the  909 
births  which  were  108  fewer  than  last  year  was  the  lowest  figure  since 
1955.  This  presumably  is  due  to  increased  economic  pressures  and  the 
present  interest  shown  in  many  quarters  in  family  planning. 

During  the  year  268  cases  of  notifiable  infections  were  reported,  of 
these  191  were  Measles  and  40  due  to  Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  11  cases 
of  Infective  Jaundice,  9 of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  8 of  Food  Poison- 
ing and  4 each  of  Dysentery  and  Tuberculosis  (Others)  while  there  was 
a single  case  of  Acute  Meningitis. 

The  large  number  of  cases  of  Measles  reflects  the  need  for  a higher 
degree  of  immunisation  amongst  the  infant  population.  Some  841 
infants  were  protected  against  Measles  compared  with  925  primary 
courses  given  for  Diphtheria  during  this  year.  Of  those  born  in  1970 
75%  to  date  were  immunised  against  Measles  compared  with 
100%  against  Diphtheria. 

The  schools  of  the  area  reported  103  non-notifiable  infections 
during  the  year.  Mumps  accounted  for  59  cases,  there  being  outbreaks 
at  the  Roundhill  Primary  School  during  May  to  June  (11  cases), 
Chetwynd  Road  Infants’  School  in  June  (12  cases).  The  Frederick 
Harrison  Infants’  School  in  July  (6  cases),  the  Alderman  Pounder 
Infants’  School  in  October  (9  cases)  and  the  Beeston  Fields  Infants’ 
School  in  November  (13  cases). 

16  cases  of  Chicken  Pox  were  reported  mainly  from  the  Charles 
Williams  Infants’  School  where  there  was  also  a case  of  Herpes  Zoster. 
There  were  7 cases  of  German  Measles  again  mainly  in  the  Charles 
Williams  Infants’  School. 

17  children  were  excluded  because  of  head  lice  and  2 who  suffered 
from  Scabies. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  the  General 
Practitioners  in  the  area  for  their  unfailing  courtesy,  co-operation  and, 
on  very  many  occasions,  active  support  during  the  past  quarter  of  a 
century. 
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Water  Supplies 

The  number  of  complaints  received  concerning  the  water  supply 
have  decreased.  The  Water  Authority  have  continued  to  treat  certain 
water  mains  within  the  district. 

Hardness  of  Water  Supplies  and  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease 

In  August,  1971,  a report  in  the  Lancet  by  Crawford,  Gardner  and 
Morris  of  the  M.R.C.  Social  Medicine  Unit,  London  School  of  Hygiene 
and  Tropical  Medicine  stated:  “Changes  in  the  death  rates  of  eleven 
County  Boroughs  of  England  and  Wales  where  the  hardness  of  the 
water  supply  has  been  substantially  changed  (for  a variety  of  reasons) 
during  the  past  30  years  or  so  have  been  studied.  In  general,  cardio- 
vascular death  rates  showed  a favourable  effect  in  the  towns  where 
water  had  become  harder  and  an  unfavourable  effect  in  the  towns 
where  water  had  become  softer;  this  was  not  so  for  non-cardiovascular 
rates.”  Subsequently  a communication  from  Central  Government 
reiterated  these  findings.  In  May,  1971,  the  water  supply  of  the  Urban 
District  was  changed  from  a soft  upland  source  (total  hardness  60 
parts  per  million)  to  a hard  river  source  (total  hardness  230  parts  per 
million). 

The  following  tables  shows  the  Deaths  from  Ischaemic  Heart 
Disease  as  a percentage  of  total  deaths  for  the  10  years  prior  to  the 
conversion  and  for  the  two  years  following. 

The  results  show  a disturbing  upward  trend  which  so  far  has  not 
been  affected  by  the  change  in  water  supply.  It  will  be  of  interest  to 
follow  the  pattern  of  future  years.

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Sewage  Disposal 

The  Sewage  Treatment  Works  Extensions  were  completed  when 
Councillor  M.  G.  Wright,  C.C.  opened  the  Sludge  Pressing  Plant  on 
11th  July,  1973.  In  the  past  the  main  cause  of  odour  nuisance  was 
related  to  the  old  method  of  disposing  of  sludge  by  running  it  over  the 
surface  of  open  lagoons  to  await  natural  drying  before  manual  removal. 
The  problems  at  Beeston  and  Stapleford  have  been  complicated  by  the 
inclusion  within  the  system  of  certain  industrial  wastes  which  required 
special  investigations,  using  pilot  plants,  long  term  analytical  work  and 
negotiations  with  local  industrialists.  As  a result,  it  was  decided  to 
install  a mechanical  dewatering  plant  at  the  Beeston  Works  and  to 
tanker  the  Stapleford  Sludge  to  this  site.  The  system  used  consists  of 
chemical  conditioning  using  Ferrous  Sulphate  and  Line  followed  by 
filter  pressing.  The  resultant  sludge  cakes  are  discharged  directly  into 
tractor-hauled  trailers  for  disposal. 

The  design  is  such  that  should  the  need  arise,  two  further  presses 
can  be  installed  without  difficulty.

In  normal  circumstances  arrangements  for  the  provision  of  an 
ambulance  will  be  made  by  a doctor,  dentist,  nurse,  midwife  or  other 
responsible  person  but,  in  the  event  of  an  emergency,  i.e.  accidents 
in  the  home  or  on  the  road,  sudden  illness  in  public  places  or  places 
of  employment,  members  of  the  public  may  use  the  emergency 
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telephone  by  dialling  999  or  100  according  to  the  disc  on  the  instrument. 
The  caller  should  ask  for  “ Ambulance  ” and  when  required  should 
give  the  telephone  number,  as  indicated  on  the  instrument,  together 
with  his  name  and  address.  On  connection  with  the  Ambulance 
Service,  the  nature  of  the  emergency  and  the  address  (or  exact  location 
in  the  case  of  an  accident)  to  which  an  ambulance  should  be  sent, 
should  be  clearly  stated.

Immunisation  and  Vaccination  Clinics  are  held  monthly,  one 
being  held  at  the  Beeston  Centre  on  the  first  Tuesday  morning  of  the 
month,  at  the  Stapleford  Centre  on  the  first  Friday  afternoon  of  the 
month  and  also  at  the  Barn  Croft  Clinic  on  the  third  Wednesday 
morning  of  the  month.  At  these  clinics,  children  are  immunised  and 
vaccinated  against  polio,  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  pertussis  combined 
and  diphtheria  and  tetanus  combined.  They  are  also  vaccinated  against 
Measles.  Attendance  at  these  sessions  are  arranged  by  appointment  only. 

A clinic  is  held  at  the  Coronation  Hall  once  every  four  weeks  where 
children  are  immunised  and  vaccinated  against  polio,  diphtheria, 
tetanus  and  pertussis  combined  and  diphtheria  and  tetanus  combined. 
Measles  sessions  are  held  at  the  Beeston  Centre  by  special  arrangement 
and  not  at  the  Coronation  Hall.

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  which  is  based  in  Beeston  serves  an  area 
comprising  of  Beeston  and  Stapleford  Urban  District  Council,  East- 
wood  Urban  District  and  the  parishes  of  Greasley,  Nuthall,  Brinsley, 
Cossall,  Strelley  and  Trowell  in  the  Basford  Rural  District  and  the 
figures  below  refer  to  the  whole  area  and  not  just  the  area  of  the  Beeston 
and  Stapleford  Urban  District  Council. 

At  the  time  of  writing,  1 full-time  and  115  part-time  Home  Helps 
arc  employed  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  in  this  district. 

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic  help 
is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in, 
an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age.  The  charge  for  their  services  is  now  45p 
per  hour,  but  the  County  Council’s  Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied  in 
cases  where  the  householder  is  unable  to  afford  the  standard  charge. 

A District  Organiser  and  an  Assistant  District  Organiser  are 
employed  in  this  district  and  have  office  accommodation  at  8 Chilwell 
Road,  Beeston.  The  telephone  number  is  Nottingham  256603. 
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The  following  is  a full  report  of  the  work  done  within  the  district

Day  Nursery 

There  is  one  fifty-place  non-residential  Day  Nursery  within  the 
district,  this  being  at  Beeston.  There  is  a waiting  list  at  the  time  of 
writing. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

The  provision  of  draught-proof  cots  with  hot-water  bottles, 
blankets,  etc.,  and  an  ambulance  is  made  for  all  premature  infants 
requiring  transportation  to  hospital.  They  are  accompanied  by  a 
Midwife  or  Health  Visitor. 

Similarly  equipped  cots  are  provided  for  such  infants  nursed  at 
home. 

The  services  of  a Consultant  Paediatrician  are  available  when 
required. 

The  Geriatric  Clinic 

The  old  persons  Clinic  has  continued  throughout  the  year  when 
43  clinical  sessions  were  held.  There  were  51  attendances  by  males  and 
95  females,  a total  of  146.  This  represents  an  average  of  just  over  3 per 
session,  which  is  higher  than  the  average  for  1971. 

Nine  persons  were  referred  for  audiogram  examinations  and  most 
subsequently  attended  Mr.  Neil’s  Clinic  at  the  General  Hospital  and 
were  prescribed  hearing  aids.  Others  were  referred  to  their  General 
Practitioner  for  treatment  of  some  disability. 

Chiropody  Services 

Chiropody  Services  for  the  elderly  continued  to  be  provided  in  the 
district  throughout  1972  under  the  auspices  of  the  Beeston  Old  People 
Welfare  Committee.  Expenditure  on  treatments  was  reimbursed  by  the 
County  Council  together,  where  necessary,  with  a proportion  of  local 
administration  costs.  Treatment  continued  to  be  provided  as  necessary 
to  any  person  of  pensionable  age  on  payment  of  a standard  charge  of 
15p,  but  this  charge  was  waived  in  cases  where  people  received  supple- 
mentary benefit. 
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The  Honorary  Chiropody  Organiser  attends  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Centre  on  Styring  Street,  Beeston,  each  Thursday  between 
2.30  and  3.30  p.ni.  to  make  arrangements  for  any  elderly  people  who 
wish  to  visit  the  Chiropodist.  If  a person  is  housebound,  he  arranges  for 
the  Chiropodist  to  visit  the  home. 

The  County  Council  are  in  process  of  developing  a Chiropody 
Service  mainly  concerned  with  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  school 
children  on  the  school  premises  but  also  providing  a service  for  those 
physically  handicapped  persons  who  are  registered  with  the  County 
Social  Services  Department. 

Chiropody  services  for  the  elderly  are  now  provided  in  Stapleford 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Stapleford  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee. 
Any  person  wishing  to  take  advantage  of  this  service  can  make  an 
appointment  at  either  the  Stapleford  Health  Centre  or  at  the  Commun- 
ity Centre,  Toton  Lane,  Stapleford. 

Nursing  in  the  Home— General 

There  are  twelve  district  nurses  operating  in  the  district  and  all 
are  directly  appointed  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council. 


The  Marie  Curie  Memorial  Foundation  Day  and  Night 

Nursing  Service 

The  object  of  this  service  is  to  assist  in  the  care  of  cancer  patients 
being  nursed  in  their  own  homes. 

A register  of  women  with  some  nursing  experience  who  are  avail- 
able for  day  and/or  night  duty  has  been  compiled  by  the  County 
Health  Department.  The  service  is  free  but  a donation  can  be  made 
to  the  funds  of  the  Foundation  if  desired. 

The  service  is  administered  through  the  County  Health  Depart- 
ment by  the  District  Nursing  Superintendent. 


(b)  Provided  by  other  Bodies 


Physiotherapy  Clinic 

A Physiotherapy  Clinic  held  in  the  Chilwell  Memorial  Hall  is  run 
by  the  British  Red  Cross  Detachment  and  is  held  on  Wednesday 
mornings  and  Saturday  afternoons  every  month  except  August. 
Patients  are  treated  upon  receipt  of  a letter  from  their  General  Prac- 
titioner. A fully-qualified  Physiotherapist  is  in  attendance  at  each 
session. 
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Nursing  in  the  Home — Infectious  Diseases 

All  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  which  cannot  effectively  be 
isolated  at  home  and  nursed  by  members  of  the  household  are  removed 
to  Isolation  Hospitals.  No  assistance  is  available  from  any  other  source 
for  nursing  infectious  disease  cases  at  home. 


Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  from  cases  or  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Tuber- 
culosis, Enteric  Fever,  Cerebro-spinal  Fever,  Pneumonia,  Dysentery, 
Food  Poisoning  and  complications  of  Pregnancy  and  the  Puerperium 
are  sent  for  examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  City  and 
Sherwood  Hospitals,  Hucknall  Road,  Nottingham.  There  is  no  charge 
for  this  service.  A small  stock  of  tubes,  swabs,  etc.,  for  these  purposes 
is  kept  at  the  Health  Department,  Beeston. 


Scabies  and  Pediculosis 

The  Scabies  Clinic  at  Bramcote  continues  to  function.  On  receipt 
of  a request  from  the  Local  Medical  Practitioners,  Factory  Medical 
Officers,  School  Medical  Officers  or  any  other  source,  arrangements 
are  made  for  those  concerned  to  attend  at  the  special  Scabies  Clinic 
at  Bramcote  Hills  Swimming  Pool  for  treatment. 

The  patients  are  given  a hot  bath  and  are  treated  twice,  usually 
on  successive  days,  with  Benzyl  Benzoate.  A Benzyl  Benzoate  product 
with  a vanishing  cream  base  has  been  used  successfully  on  very  small 
children  for  whom  the  normal  25%  Benzoate  emulsion  proves  too 
irritating. 

Lethane  Oil  or  other  preparations  are  still  supplied  free  to  cases  of 
Pediculosis. 


Health  Education 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
have  given  several  talks  during  the  year  to  school  children  and  organisa- 
tions within  the  area. 
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I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to 
Mr.  N.  S.  Wass,  the  County  Health  Education  Officer,  for  the  following 
report  of  their  work  in  this  field  within  the  district,  and  for  their 
co-operation  throughout  the  year. 

51  meetings  were  held  during  the  period  under  review.  These 
included  several  evening  meetings  arranged  for  expectant  parents  by 
the  Health  Visitors  of  the  area.  A number  of  schools  are  also  included 
in  these  meetings.  A variety  of  subjects  were  covered  including 
maternity  and  child  health;  food  and  food  infection;  accident  pre- 
vention; general  health:  dental  hygiene;  sex  education  and  V.D.; 
drugs  and  parentcraft. 

Posters  and  leaflets  are  still  being  issued  where  necessary  on 
appropriate  subjects  and  the  16  mm  sound  film  is  still  in  demand  for 
supplementing  talks  and  lectures.  Films  and  slides  include:  Arming  Me 
From  Fear  (Bottle  sterilization);  Boy  to  Man  and  Girl  to  Woman 
(Physical  Development);  Drugs  and  the  Nervous  System;  One  Way 
Ticket  (Drugs);  Janet;  Ready  for  Baby;  Phenylketonuria;  Pulse  of  Life; 
That  They  May  Live;  Smoking  and  You;  This  is  Your  Lung;  Your 
Mouth;  Your  Hair  and  Scalp;  Nothing  to  Eat  but  Food;  Medicines 
With  Care  and  Cancer  Education  (slides). 

As  always  the  help  of  the  Health  Visitors,  Midwives  and  School 
Nurses  on  specialised  subjects  at  Clinic  meetings  and  also  with  the 
outside  groups  has  been  very  invaluable  and  very  much  appreciated.

SECTION  “C” 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  Over,  Infectious  and  other  Diseases 

On  receipt  of  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  the  following 
procedure  is  put  into  practice: — 

In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  Meningitis  or 
Diphtheria,  etc.,  the  home  of  the  patient  is  visited  by  one  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  who  reports  regarding  the 
home  conditions,  contacts,  and  the  advisability  of  removal  to 
hospital.  Swabs  are  taken  where  necessary  and  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  investigation  for  bacteria,  and 
the  Health  Department  arrange  the  removal  to  hospital  of  all 
cases  requiring  hospital  treatment  or  isolation.  The  Health 
Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  is  also  notified  of  all  appropriate 
cases,  and  it  is  her  duty  to  visit  and  educate  the  parents 
regarding  contact  periods,  isolation  periods,  and  to  follow  up 
school  and  pre-school  contacts  who  are  susceptible. 
Disinfection  of  premises  and  library  books  is  carried  out  by 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  as  and  when  necessary. 
Head  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  district  are  notified  of 
all  cases  of  infection  occurring  amongst  their  children. 
They,  too,  are  required  to  notify  the  Health  Department 
of  any  cases  of  infection  occurring  in  their  schools  as  soon 
as  they  become  aware  of  such. 

In  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  does  not  visit,  but  an  informative  letter  is  sent  to 
the  parents  instructing  them  in  the  duties  of  isolation  and 
quarantine. 

The  Health  Visitor  and/or  School  Nurse  visit  cases  of  Whoop- 
ing Cough,  to  ensure  that  adequate  isolation  is  maintained. 
Wherever  possible  in  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning 
all  utensils  and  all  food  still  remaining  from  meals  taken 
during  the  24  hours  preceding  the  onset  of  symptoms 
are  submitted  for  examination. 

In  the  event  of  an  epidemic  of  food  poisoning,  dysentery, 
etc.,  the  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  staff 
is  requested. 

Gamma  Globulin  is  available  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory for  the  induction  of  passive  immunity  in  appropriate 
cases  e.g.  expectant  mothers  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy, 
who  are  contacts  of  German  Measles  and  have  not  had 
that  infection.

4.  Food  Poisoning 

8 cases  were  notified  and  3 ascertained  during  1972.  These  were  all 
sporadic  cases,  4 due  to  Salmonella  Typhimurium  and  4 due  to  Salmon- 
ella Agona,  2 were  due  to  Salmonella  Enteritidis  and  1 to  an  unknown 
type. 

5.  Measles 

191  cases  only  were  notified  during  the  year  and  65%  of  these  were 
in  the  first  half.  102  or  53%  of  the  cases  occurred  in  school  children  of 
5 to  9 years. 

6.  Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  40  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  60%  occurring  in  the  last  two 
quarters  and  50%  were  in  the  5 to  9 years  age  range.

SCHEDULE  OF  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  PROCEDURES 
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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

This  function  is  carried  out  by  the  District  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  acting,  with  the  consent  of  the  Urban  District  Council,  as  an 
agent  of  the  County  Council. 

I should  like  to  commend  the  efforts  of  the  nursing  and  clerical 
staff  on  whose  industry  and  efficiency  the  success  of  this  undertaking 
depends. 

1.  Diphtheria 

During  1972,  448  infants  were  given  a primary  immunisation 
against  Diphtheria  and  485  were  given  a booster  dose  by  the  Public 
Health  Department,  while  477  were  given  a primary  immunisation 
and  488  were  given  a booster  dose  by  General  Practitioners. 

2.  Smallpox 

Primary  vaccination  of  infants  has  ceased  to  be  done  as  a routine 
and  is  only  performed  in  cases  where  a specific  request  has  been  made 
by  the  parent. 

3.  Whooping  Cough 

447  infants  were  immunised  by  the  Health  Department.  A further 
443  infants  were  given  a primary  immunisation  by  General  Practitioners 
and  239  a Booster  dose. 

4.  Tetanus 

452  children  were  immunised  by  the  Health  Department  and  485 
were  given  a Booster  dose.  In  addition,  560  children  were  immunised 
by  General  Practitioners  and  565  given  a Booster  dose. 

5.  Poliomyelitis 

451  persons  were  vaccinated  by  the  Health  Department  and  488 
were  given  a Booster  dose.  A further  465  persons  were  vaccinated  by 
General  Practitioners  and  447  given  a Booster  dose. 

6.  Measles 

451  children  were  vaccinated  against  measles  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  a further  390  by  General  Practitioners. 

7.  Rubella 

393  secondary  school  girls  were  immunised  against  Rubella 
during  the  year  by  the  Public  Health  Department  and  a further  25  by 
General  Practioners.

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  above  Acts  during 

1972. 


In  conclusion,  it  is  my  pleasure  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encourage- 
ment, and  also  my  colleagues  in  other  departments. 

I am  again  indebted  to  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  S.  C. 
Moppett,  for  his  reports  regarding  difficulties  arising  at  the  sewage 
works. 

I am  pleased  once  again  to  acknowledge  the  able  assistance  and 
co-operation  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Brownhill,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  the  loyal  support  of  all  the  members  of  the  Health  Department. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  debt  of 
this  Department  and  the  community  at  large  to  Dr.  Colley  and  Dr. 
Barlow  whose  advice  and  co-operation  have  been  greatly  appreciated 
over  very  many  years.  Their  deaths  have  left  a gap  in  the  medical 
services  which  it  will  be  difficult  to  fill.

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Smoke  Control  Areas.  The  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environ- 
ment has  confirmed  our  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  14  and  this  will 
become  operative  on  the  1st  October  1973. 

The  No.  14  Order  embraces  that  part  of  the  Beeston  South  Ward 
bounded  by  the  railway  line  on  the  N.W.,  the  Nottingham  City  Boun- 
dary on  the  N.E.,  the  river  Trent  and  the  floodbank  on  the  S.E.  and 
S.W.  and  covers  an  area  of  546  acres.  It  contains  1,589  houses  and 
56  other  premises.  Of  the  houses,  169  are  Council  owned  and  1,420 
privately  owned. 

This  means  that  Orders  now  confirmed  cover  6,070  acres  out  of  a 
total  of  6,468  acres,  i.e.  approximately  93-9%  of  the  area  of  the  ETban 
District  and  containing  20,965  out  of  a total  of  22,686  inhabited  houses 
(approx.  92-3%). 

Work  is  well  advanced  in  the  preparation  of  our  final  Order 
(No.  15)  which  is  being  submitted  to  the  Council  in  October  1973  and 
will,  it  is  anticipated,  become  operative  on  the  1st  October,  1974. 

Thus,  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  Urban  District  Council  will 
be  able  to  contribute  to  the  new  Broxtowe  District  Council  a smoke 
free  area,  the  first  in  the  Midlands,  an  achievement  of  which  they  can 
justly  be  proud.

With  the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties  the  whole  of  the 
district  obtains  its  water  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation.  The 
supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  c|uality  and  quantity,  has  no  plumbo- 
solvent  action. 

9 samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  during  the  year,  6 being 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  and  3 to  the 
Public  Analyst.  All  of  the  samples  were  satisfactory. 

As  last  year  we  continued  to  receive  complaints  of  particulate 
matter  in  the  water  supplies  and  these  are  referred  to  in  the  early 
part  of  the  IMedical  Officer  of  Health’s  report.  (See  page  5). 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 
Refuse  Disposal 

The  new  Eastcroft  incineration  plant  in  Nottingham  has  been 
operating  since  June  1973  when  our  own  plant  in  Lilac  Grove  was 
closed  down  but  owing  to  various  technical  difficulties  the  refuse  from 
this  area  is  still  being  dealt  with  on  the  Nottingham  tip  at  Lenton.  It  is 
hoped,  however,  that  the  new  plant  will  be  able  to  receive  our  refuse 
in  the  very  near  future. 

Salvage  of  Waste  Materials 

The  total  value  of  salvage  recovered  and  sold  amounted  to  ^12,809. 

Receipts  from  the  sale  of  waste  paper  were  ;(^11,070,  the  tonnage 
recovered  being  927  and  the  weight  of  ferrous  metals  recovered 
totalled  496  tons  and  was  sold  for  ,(^1,737. 

Refuse  Removal 

A new  works  studied  bonus  scheme  was  introduced  during  the 
year,  has  been  finally  accepted  and  is  working  satisfactorily.  Difficulties 
which  we  have  experienced  during  the  year  have  resulted  in  our  failing 
on  occasions  to  provide  a weekly  collection,  mainly  due  to  staff  short- 
ages, particularly  of  qualified  Heavy  Goods  Vehicle  drivers. 

^Ve  have  been  unable  to  obtain  delivery  of  the  6-wheel  Revopaks 
ordered  last  year,  due  mainlv  to  labour  troubles  at  Fords,  and  it  is  now 
hoped  to  obtain  delivery  in  the  very  near  future  of  3 x 60  cu.  yd.  and 
3 x 50  cu.  yd.  Pakamatics  in  their  stead.

The  results  obtained  provide  a reliable  guide  in  our  formal  sampling 
of  milk  for  examination  by  the  Public  Analyst  and  permit  a much  more 
extensive  field  of  investigation  to  be  covered  than  would  be  possible  if 
formal  sampling  only  were  undertaken.
